A multi-state criminal enterprise emanating from Monmouth 
and Union Counties# New Jersey, waB exposed for the first time 
publicly today with the unsealing of federal indictments at Newark 
charging 21 individuals in 117 counts of assorted federal crimes. 

John C. McGinley, Special Agent in Charge, Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, Newark, New Jersey, elaborated by stating that Gaetano 
Vastola of Colts Neck headed a criminal organization wherein he, 
Vastola, conspired with or directed others in the commission of 
certain violations of federal laws. Among those violations charged in 
the indictment were Extortion, Narcotics Trafficking, Mail Fraud, Wire 
Fraud, and Interstate Transportation in the Aid of Racketeering, A . 
two year investigation by FBI, Union County Prosecutor's Office, 
Monmouth County Prosecutor's office, Aloohol, Tobaceo and Firearms, 
Drug Enforcement Administration, West Long Branch Police Department 
and Neptune City Police Department gathered evidence, which was 
eventually presented to a Federal Grand Jury in Newark, New Jersey. 
With the return of a true bill indictment, the united States 
Attorney's Office, under the direction of Thomas Greelish, obtained 21 
arrest warrants to be executed in the States of New Jersey, New York, 
Maryland and Florida.

Mr« McGinley stated the Vastola criminal enterprise utilized 
the extension of credit to individuals and businesses as a means to 
extort money or property from those persons at a later date. The 
funds were usually lent at usurious rateB from as high as 500 percent 
per annum. The victims in these cases, being unable to pay these 
exorbitant rates, usually became victim to a threat of force or actual 
use of violence as an indictment to pay these illegal debts. When 
these victims could no longer pay any more money, it was not uncommon 
for the Vastola enterprise to either seize or liquidate their business 
holdings. 

A Pennsylvania businessman, active in the record industry, 
fell victim to just such a scheme. The indictment charged that 
Gaetano Vastola, Morris Levy, Howard Fisher, Dominick Canterino, and 
others conspired through the manipulation of an apparent audio record 
purchase transaction to extort money from this businessman leading to 
the possible takeover of his million dollar business. 

Another criminal arm of the Vastola enterprise was involved 
with the transportation of heroin and cocaine between Maryland, Naw 
York, and New Jersey. Nicholas Massaro, Jr . t of long Branch, New 
Jersey, Thomas Zito of Howard Beach, New York, George Santoni of 
Cockeysville, Maryland, and others, were named in the indictment for 
trafficking in quantities of controlled substances, specifically, 
heroin and cocaine, for sale to distributors in New York. 

The business entities bt Ideal Distributors and National 
Warehouse, both of Monmouth County, New JarBey, managed a scheme to 
defraud utilizing fictitious or exaggerated credit ratings to order

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retail goode from numerous wholesalers throughout the country, 
commonly referred to as a "bust out” scheme. Nicholas Massaro, Jr., 
of Long Branch, New Jersey, Palmer Broeeo of Howell, New Jersey, Elias 
Saka of Deal, New Jersey, Bruce Howard of Sayreville, New Jersey, and 
Barry Harris of Wanamassa, New Jersey, utilised the United States 
Mails and interstate telephone calls to order these quantities of 
retail goods on consignment with the intent of selling the product, 
keeping the profit, and defaulting on their debts.
